Lou isv ille, Ky ., March 23 (/P)— 
As the Ohio riv er’s crest su rged 
inex orably toward the Mississip ­ 
p i, p resaging floods in western 
Kentu ck y , Illinois, and Missou ri 
this week end, 
residents of 
strick en 
commu nities 
tu rned 
anx iou s ey es toward drip p ing 
sk ies today . 
Showers descended on the al­ 
ready ov erloaded watershed of 
the Ohio Valley last night. The 
weather bu reau forecast more 
rains for today , bu t said they 
p robably wou ld be so light as to 
not cau se seriou s increases in 
riv er stages. 
The Ohio began receding along 
the 150 miles of waterfront be­ 
tween Ashland, Ky ., and Cincin­ 
nati after driv ing thou sands of 
families from their homes in the 
lowlands of West Virginia, Ohio, 
Kentu ck y and Indiana. At least 
twelv e deaths had been laid di­ 
rectly or indirectly to the flood. 
Refu gees hop ed to reclaim 
their residences after a week or 
two, p rov ided no more heav y 
rains fall in the meantime. The 
riv er was at a stand at Lou is­ 
v ille, another 100 miles down­ 
stream from Cincinnati, after 
driv ing almost 8 00 families to 
higher grou nd here, bu t was 
still rising at Owensboro, where 
it was already fiv e feet abov e 
flood stage, and at Padu cah, 
where it had not y et reached 
flood lev els. 
With the Mississip p i riv er al­ 
ready swollen before the Ohio’s 
flood water swep t into it residents 
of western Kentu ck y , Illinois and 
Missou ri bottomlands began an 
ex odu s similar to that cau sed by 
the u p -riv er floods early in the 
week . The crest was ex p ected at 
Padu cah, on the Ohio, Satu rday , 
i and at Hick man, Ky ., on the 
Mississip p i, Monday . 
J. L. Kendall, gov ernment me­ 
teorologist here, said showers to­ 
day wou ld not hav e mu ch effect 
on the broad and mu ddy Ohio, 
p irobably adding only a few 
tenths of a foot to its rise. He

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MACDONALD’S PLAN 
In a desperate effort to prev en t the break­ 
down of the Gen ev a peace con feren ce, an d a 
possible gen eral Eu ropean war which seems to 
be shapin g u p on the m ilitan t con tin en t, Ram say 
MacDon ald, prime m in ister of G reat Britain , has 
m ade con crete proposals lookin g toward an arm s 
lim itation agreem en t. In doin g so, he has taken 
cogn izan ce of the fact th a t Eu rope is rapidly di­ 
v idin g herself in to two arm ed camps, in on e of 
which will be Germ an y , Italy , Au stria, H u n ­ 
gary an d possibly Bu lgaria, an d in the other 
Fran ce, Polan d, Ju go-Slav ia an d the Czech n a ­ 
tion . 
In his solu tion to the arm s qu estion Mr. M ac­ 
Don ald proposes to dou ble G erm an y ’s allotm en t 
of troops m akin g it 200,000 in stead of the 100,000 
prov ided for by the Versailles treaty . The Fren ch 
an d Italian arm ies wou ld be equ al in n u m erical 
stren gth to the G erm an arm y , bu t in addition 
Fran ce wou ld be giv en 200,000 colon ial troops 
an d Italy bu t 5 0.000. The Fren ch allies wou ld be 
giv en a bigger allotm en t of soldiers th an the po­ 
ten tial allies of Germ an y an d Italy so th a t 
Fran ce wou ld still hav e her “secu rity ,” theor­ 
etically at least. 
The B ritish stan din g arm y 
wou ld be as small as u su al. 
In order to show th a t G reat B ritain , too, 
wou ld be willin g to make con cession s, Mr. M ac­ 
Don ald wou ld reliev e Germ an y of the n av al re ­ 
striction s imposed by the Versailles treaty an d 
perm it her to bu ild bigger w arships again . Bu t 
there wou ld be n o bu ildin g start u n til 1936 , so 
th a t the con cession is n ot so large as it seems. 
W ith trou ble apt to break ou t alon g the Polish 
Corridor, alon g the Rhin e, or on the border of 
Italy an d Ju go-Slav ia at an y time, desperate ef­ 
forts are n ecessary to sav e the disarm am en t con ­ 
feren ce from the blow it receiv ed when the Sin o- 
Japan ese difficu lties started. For m an y m on ths 
ex perts on Eu ropean diplomatic affairs, like 
Fran k H. Simon ds, hav e been predictin g the 
failu re of the Gen ev a arm s con feren ce an d a 
race for arm am en t with Eu rope again div idin g 
in to two m ilitary camps. These prophecies seem 
abou t to be v erified. 
Bu t if in the last m om en t some sort of arm s 
lim itation agreem en t shou ld be reached, it is to 
be remembered th a t this will n ot reliev e the 
possibility of war. It may cu t the m ilitary bu dg­ 
ets an d so giv e some relief to the tax pay ers bu t 
it will n ot keep the soldiers from fightin g if 
their gov ern men ts decide th a t they shou ld fight. 
On e of the common m istakes of pacifists is to 
hold the belief th a t fightin g is don e becau se n a ­ 
tion s hav e tan ks, warships an d m achin e gu n s. 
W ars come abou t n ot becau se of arm am en t bu t 
becau se of the will to fight. Some of the blood­ 
iest wars in history were fou ght before m achin e 


guns, armo red cruisers, and ev en ex plo siv es were 
ev er dreamed o f. 
So ev en if we limit the number o f battleships, 
machine guns and airplanes we canno t prev ent 
war unless we can mo dify human nature and 
eliminate the desire o f co nquest. Making war 
cheaper, by reducing military budgets, do es no t 
make it impo ssible. If natio ns had to go to war 
with scy thes and bo ulders they wo uld do so if 
they had the desire to fight and tho ught they 
had a chance to put so mething o v er. 
The matter o f arms limitatio n is an eco no mic, 
no t a military issue. 


RUSSIA’S WAY AND OUR OWN 
On e of the m ost in terestin g bits of n ews from 
Ru ssia this sprin g is the an n ou n cem en t th a t the 
gov ern m en t is prepared to get v ery hard-boiled 
toward workers who fail to work as hard as the 
gov ern m en t thin ks they ou ght. 
Recen t legislation m akes it possible for the 
gov ern m en t to depriv e a workm an an d his fam ­ 
ily of a job, food an d his hou se for a sin gle day ’s 
u n ju stified absen ce from work. 
Len in him self u rged th a t the dictatorship of 
the proletariat m u st n ot hesitate to u se force 
again st the proletariat itself when the occasion 
requ ires it. The workin g class in Ru ssia, as a 
class, is ex alted as n ev er before in history ; bu t 
the worker as an in div idu al has perhaps less real 
freedom th an an y other worker in Eu rope or 
America. 
An d this odd con tradiction em phasizes on ce 
more the stran ge an d fascin atin g con trast be­ 
tween the thin gs th a t are bein g attem pted in 
Ru ssia an d the thin gs th a t are bein g tried in 
America. 
In each cou n try , at this m om en t, the greater 
part of the thou ght an d en ergy of the people is 
bein g dev oted to an effort to fix thin gs so th a t 
m an kin d’s n ew produ ctiv en ess can be u sed so 
as to prov ide the ordin ary m an with a better, 
happier life.
